Continuation of 2. NOTE: The Incorporation of material from dependent claims 26 and 27 creates new issues because claim limitations 
from claim 26 were not considered in conjunction with the dependent claims 28-32 previously. ^ 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Doerer is silent on the 
fibers being aerated. However, aerated only means being supplied with air. Fibrous products made by the dry process disclosed by 
Doerer would be aerated. Applicant has not defined a degree of aeration in the fibers (such as by density) in the claim, so the limitation 
is met so long as air would be present in the fibrous mass. Applicant argues that Doerer and Barrable are not combinable because 
Doerer discloses using a dry process and Barrable discloses a wet process for forming the fibrous product. However, the references 
were not combined to show process of making steps. Doerer disclose many types of cellulosic fibers for use in the invention. Flax is a 
type of cellulosic fiber that was not specifically recited by Doerer, so the Barrable reference was used to show that flax fibers are 
equivalent to the types of cellulosic fibers that Doerer did disclose in the art of insulation. A substitution of equivalent material that is 
already known in the art has been held to be an obvious modification. 
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
